In the Nie berween the 21 and 22d, we madé 

a {mall Angle at the End of the Trenches,and plac’d 
there fome Chevaux de Frife, the berrer vo defend our 
felves from the Sallies of the Befieg’d : Then we 
made a Work to cover our Horfe that are pofted on 
the left-fide of the Entrance into the Trenches. That 
Night likewife the Enemy fally’d out of the Town, 
but contented themfelves to retire into \it again; ha- 
ving given us only an Alarm. The 22d, Major 
General Friefem, and the P. of Holftein Beek, with 
the Regiments of Wilkens and Lochmaan, reliew’d 
the Trenches. ‘The Referve of 300 Men, and the 
Guards of the Batteries were likewife reliev’d. The 
Enemy fir'd all chat day with one Cannon from the 
Bulwark upon the Entrance of our Trenches, but 
kill'd only Lieut. Cell. Hirfel’s Horfe as the Guards 
were relieving. About 11 in the Morning a Bomb 
fell into the Caftle, and blew up a Magazine 
of Gun-powder. The 22d in the Night, we be- 
fan to raife a Batrery on the Left Side of our 
renches. The Befieged made another Sally, and 
approach’d very near our Trenches with three 
mpanies only : but our Troops-firiag upon them 
they return'd back, leaving 4 of their Men,dead be- 
hind them: On our fide one Man was kill’@ and 
two wounded. The fame Night a Serjeant of the 
Regiment of Naffau Weilburg, who had 100 Rix- 
dollars given him as a Reward, wegt and fix’d nwo 
Bombs, that were ‘prepar’d on abe to the flying 
The Enemy fir'd 5 

Canon againft us withent ceafing, but did us bur 
fittle harm. The 23d the Trenches were reliev’d by 
the Regiments of Janes and Mouralt, under rhe 
‘Command of Major General Rantzau and Briga- 
deer Capol, The Referve, arid the Guards of the 
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Bartetics were, likewife feliev'd in the Evening. 
Next Morning we fir'd very briskly both from our 
Canon and Smali-fhor; and, came with a greater 
number of Men into the Approaches than we us’d 
to do, thar we mighr alarm the Befieg’d, and give 
the berter opportunity to the Pruifian Troops, who 
were in a readinefs to go over from about Witteler, 
to attack the little Ifand, to execute their Defign. 
This Ifland is divided from the Town only by a 
branch cf the Rhine that forms it. There is a Re- 
doubr in it guarded by 150 Men. We attack’d it 
with 300 Granadeers, and 7oo Musketeers; who 
ftorin’d the Redoubt with fo much Vigour, that the 
Enemy, who defended it, threw down their Arms, 
ane furrender’d themfelves Prifoners ; we loft in this 
Action but one Manonly. In the Night we rais’d 
a Battery for 8 Canon. The 24 in the Morning Ma- 
jor General Dedem, ‘and Brigadeer Carlos with the 
Regiments of Dedem, and Rantzau‘reliev'd the 
Trenches. We hope to be Mafters of the place be- 
fore the end of this Month. Juft now the Grena- 
diers are order’d upon fome Expedition, perhaps it 
is to ftorm the place.

Martha! Boufflers intended to have thrown fome 
Men into Keyferfwart, but the Flying Bridge being 
broken down, and the Prutiian Troops having made 
themfelves Mafters of the little Ifland, his Defign 
has been hitherto prevented. ; 

Hamburg,Apr. 15. Mr. Crefcet, the Englith Envoy 
came on Wednefday laft, the day that the Treaty of 
Accommodation between the Elector of Hanover, 
the Duke of Cell, and Duke Rodolphus Auguftus 
of Brunfwick was Signed, from Hanover to Brunf- 
wick, where he was immediately admitted to Audi- 
ence, and delivered to the Duke a Letter from the 
Queen of England. Our Advices from Pomerania 
fay that the Sweedith Troops there begin to move. .

Vienna, Apr. 15. The Troops defign’d for Italy 
continue their March.

Trumpeter to Mantua to 
Treat for the Exchange of 279 Prifoners, moft of 
them Danes and to offer 1 Captain for 6,and 1 Lieu- 
renant fer 4 common Souldiers, and that a ftop was 
put to the Defertion by hanging 25 Huffars who had 
deferted and were taken again.
